Apparently there are two stores now, and the possibility of a 
third being opened. MclIntyre Shoes has issued three woods 
thus far: black, blue, and green. I am not aware of the order of 
issue, but the green wood was first listed by Howard 
Richardson (1985) as 8300-73 and no others have been 
published as catalogued since. According to information Al 
received from manager Scott McIntyre, they plan to issue a red 
copy this year if they open a new store. 

The woods are given to customers and are retained as a 
permanent discount card.

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A FIRST FOR WILBERFORCE! You've never 
heard of Wilberforce? Why, it's a bustling little 
town in Ontario with a population of about 300. 
The old Red & White Store there, better known F 
as Agnew's General Store, also serves as the r\/’\. 
Post Office. The store was first established in 
1921 by Fred Agnew. The Post Office is still 
tended by son Murray, while third generation 
Agnews run the rest of the store. 

Mary Barker, Murray's daughter, got onto the idea of a wooden nickel as a 
promotion both for the store and to rouse civic spirit. The wood, called "Wilberforce 
Wampum", has a value of "one buck" and is redeemable for merchandise to that amount. 
The woods sell for one dollar each.

Without a value on your new issue of woods, it is just a piece of wood and not 
wooden money. Having a value stamped on it qualifies it as wooden money.
